P-RLIAMENT. 
Compromise in Prospect, 


House proceedings are still slow, 
awaiting the announcement that 
must be made when the North Wesi 
Autonomy b'll is presented for sec- 
ond reading. There is a great deal 
of heart-searching going on amongst 
members of the Government, and 
supporters of both parties in the 
House. The papers indicate consider- 
able amendments ‘to the educational 
sections of the bill, reducing the ef- 
fect to the intent expressed in the 
Premier's speech, that is, a continua- 
tion of existing conditions. Of the 
Government’s proposals as prosented 
to the Howse, ft is asserted. that 
this is all they contain. That sub- 
section 3, providing for an equal 
d'stribution ef the public and school 
land moneys {‘s merely setting forth 
in dcfiniite form what is now the 
actual fact. On the other hand, it 
is asserted fhat the effect of this 
clause is to deprive the legislature 
of effective contro! of denomin-tien- 
al schools. There does not seem to 
be any dowb: ‘hat if elt partics could 
agree as ta a form of words which 
would simply carry forward the pres- 
eut educaiional conditions in ‘the 
Territories, there would be little or 
no divisioon fn the Mouse. From the 
expression of the leader of the Op- 
pos.tion wen the bill was introduced, 
ana from 4 farge part of his follow- 
ing simse, if would seem probabie 
that they woulé support a measure 
in that form. On the other nand, 
with ihe fnterpretaticn which has 
been placed upon the clauses, ground 
is given for the most extreme si- 
tacks upom the Gevernment’s pos'- 
tion, noc only by the solid Oppasi- 
tion, bet by a very large proportion 
of its supporters. Under the circum- 
stamces, a compromise seems to be 
the maiural eutcome and no doudt 
this will we arrived at.

Any even numbered section of Do 
minion Lands in Manitoba or ‘the 
Northwest Territories, exccpting 8 
and. 26, which has not” been’ home- 
steaded, or reserved to-provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaddd upom by 
any person who is the sole head ofa 
family. or any male over f8 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter sec- 


tion, of 169 acres, more or less. 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
scaally in the district in which the 
land to be taken is situate, or, if 
this homesteader desires, he may, on 
my plication to the Minister of the 
Katerior, Ottawa, the Commissioner 
of Immigration, Winnipeg, or ihe le:- 
al agemt for the @istrigt in which 
the land is situnte, receive authority 
for some one to make entry for him. 
A fze of $10,080 is charged for a home- 
stead entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead iS required by the pro 
visions of the Dominion Lands Acti 
and the amendments thereta to ver- 
form thé conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the fatlawing 
plans: . 


(1) At least six months’ residence 
tpon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
years. 

Q If the father (or mother, if the 
fathor is de ease’) or any persan who 
8 @rzible to mike a bom-s ead eniry 
under the conditions of the Act, re- 
side upon 2 farm m the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
2s a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob 
taiming patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother. 

() {f as-:t ler has obtained a pate 
emt for his homestead, © a certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent 
countersigned in the manner jes 
cribed ty this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to reai- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is m the vicinity of the first 
homestead, ‘ 

(4) If the settler has his perman- 
ent “residence upon farmimg land 
owned by him in the vicinity of his 
lhomestead, the requirements of this 
| Act as to residence may be satisfied 
by residence upon said Jand. 

The term “vicinity” used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
Ping adjoining or cornering town- 
| ship. 

A acttler who avails himself of the 

provisions of Olauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
or substituice 20 head of stack, with 
building for their accommodatian, 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
and have besides 80 acres substan- 
tially fenced. 

The privilege of a second entry is 
restricted by law to those settlers 
only who completed the duties upom 
thetr first homesteads to entitle 
them to patent on or before the 2nd 
| Jume, 1889. 

(Every homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
fhomestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancelled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for entry.
